More Complaints 

Complaints are stm being voiced 
against service by West Coast airlines, 
even while the line tells Idaho residents 
it's carrying more passengers than ever. 
The latest complaints come from Burley 
where members of the Chamber of Com- 
merce lambasted West Coast lack of 
proper service. Burley complains of too 
many changes in schedule, deplaning and 
bumping of passengers. 

The complaints aren't limited to Bur- 
ley, with other points on the West Coast, 
route having similar complaints. One 
charge that continues to be heard in 
Twin Falls is lateness of planes with air- 
port personnel reporting flights on time 
even w hen thftv haven't left Boise, f or 
instance, more than half an hour after 
departure time. 

There has to be some basis for all the 
charges, even allowing considerable lee- 
way for normnl exapnteration. Meetings 
with West, Coast officials have brought 
promises of improved service. 
— Recently, West Coast mailed out news 
releases reporting the airline had set a 
new' record for passengers, the second 
consecutive month for such a record. 
West Coast said 31 of its 45* stations con- 
tributed to the increase, including Boise, 
Lewiston and Twin Falls in Idaho. The 
airline also reported 85 per cent of all 
traffic revenue originated from F-27 
propjet flights, with the old DC-3's hand- 
ling the mat. Inci eased u na o f the F-27 
at least ' should be an answer to some 
complaints voiced earlier. 

A factor that has to be considered 
■long with the complaint s is the rec ent 
warning from the civil aeronautics board 
that airports not contributing a mini- 
mum of five passengers daily are in dan- 
ger of losing air service. The warning 
was sent to Burley-Rupert and Sun Val- 
ley-Hailey-Ketchumr — 

Perhaps the warning and such com- 
plaints as those voiced at Burley point to 
a means of improving Bervice. The CAB 
assigned this area to West Coast, hence 
should make sure service is adequate. 

Although there have been many com- 
plaints about West Coast service, maybe 
it would be best to lodge such charges 
with the civil aeronautics board. If the 
. CAB is going to serve "use it or lose it" 
service on communities where air traffic 
is light, perhaps the CAB would be will- 
ing to listen to some of the reasons for 
light air service use. Certainly Burley 
Chamber of Commerce members indicat- 
ed llyht nan from that point results most- 
_Jy_from poor or unpredictable service.

Am t„ m Tailor journed last December, these un- 
derdeveloped nations formed a coalition which 
twice asserted this power in defiance of the big 
powers. 

. That isn't the way It was planned by the US. 
and Its allies. Under the so-called unlting-for- 
peace authority, the general assembly was au- 
thorized to act on peace and security matters 
whenever security council action was frustrated 
by a big-power veto^usually that of the Soviet 
Union. But the provision-was first applied -dur- 
ing the Sues crisis In 1056 to bypass the vetoes 
of Prance and Britain in the security council 
and create the U.N. emergency force In the 
Middle East. 

• * • 

\ MINORITY RULE POSSIBLE — Secretary 
of State Rusk is fond of saying ha-ha. It couldn't 
happen, but the fact Is that nations representing 
only 10 per cent of the world's' population and 
B per cent of the UJJ.'s budget can control a 
two-thirds majority in the assembly any time 
they choose to organize therefor. Unless the rules 
are changed, Ohana and Cambodia could wind 
up with' more voting Influence in the UJJ. than, 
either the VS. or the Soviet Union. 

This is sheer Idiocy, and H should not be per- 
mitted to happen regardless of the rules. The 
safest way to- handle the situation, however, is 
to change those rules. For once, the UjS. and the 
Russians should see the necessity for working 
together In the common Interest. 

Secretary Rusk, for reasons clear only to him, 
has rejected a proposal to control general as- 
aomhi y voting bv weighing the votes on a formula 
that recognizes wealth, political pow er ami pop- 
ulatlon. On the surface, the only discernible fault 
to this plan is that it might hurt some of the 
smaller nations' feelings, which somehow does 
not strike this obse.rver as a fatal flaw.

SOUND PROPOSAL — But. assuming that 
everybody should bo made happy, there Is nothing 
wrong with a proposal .offered by the British 
a year ago. Under this plan there would be 
created a 17 -nation committee. Including all of 
the big powers, to authorize all peacekeeping 
operations. A two-thirds vote, with cdricurrence 
by the big powers, would be required, thus In 
effect providing a veto In the general assembly. 

International politics is not a game played un- 
der democratic rules giving the poorest and weak- 
est nations equal voting power with the richest 
and most powerful. By necessity, all major policy 
decisions must be acquiesced In by the big pow- 
ers or they will be meaningless. If the smaller 
nations 1 have any delusions to the contrary, they 
n hmiH h * TTr'Vfl of the facts of life.
